“One work in the Philippines, pure­ 
ly American, has escaped general at­ 
tention,” said Dr. Frederick J. Houser, 
of Minneapolis, to a reporter for the 
W ashington Herald, who has spent a 
number of years in

Philippine 
governm ent service. 
"It’s the 
kind 
that’s done with a m icroscope and so 
does not attract 
public 
notice 
like 
building bridges and roads, and sew ­ 
ers and water works, and harbor im­ 
provement s. 
It is the work of w hat is 
called the bureau of science. 
“That work has been worth m illions 
to the P hilippines,” continued Dr. Hou­ 
ser. 
“ It grew out of the n ecessity of 
exam ining the water supplies, of m ak­ 
ing an alysis of foods, of investigating 
agricultural problems, m aking vaccine 
virus and serum s for certain diseases, 
as wrell as studying insect pests and 
m aking assa y s of mineral products. 
“ G ra d u a lly all these functions and 
m any more w**re centered in one in­ 
stitution 
to investigate, the 
natural 
resmiM’Pg of the Islands to study dis­ 
eases, 
to 
standardize 
w eights and 
m easures and to form a great scien­ 
tific library. 
There 
have 
been all 
sorts of chem ical work done for the 
benefit of agriculture.
